It is necessary that in the name of France and of Belgium a protest p- a 
formal proggst -- very catogorically be made arnainst such an assertion. At no 
time during the invasion of 
entere The rest of this document, ! 05 of “ocument Book 5 of Admiral Raeder, 
gives us to understand whence comes the error which is mentioned in the testimony. 


I have told the Tribunal that this man is 72 years old and was from Luxem- 


bourg and to the question put to him by the German authoritics as to whether and 


how he recognized the soldiers he had seen were French nationality, he answered, 
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"I recognized them as being French soldiers because I know their uniform exe 


tremely well. Moreover, I recognized the soldiers because of the language they 


were speaking when they spoke to mc," 

Now, as far as the uniform is concerned, the Tribunal knows that at the 
time when these events took place the Belgian Army had a uniform of the same 
color as the French Army and a cap of the same shape. Now, as far as the 
language goes, the Tribunal also lnows that a groat part of the Belgian pop- 
ulation who live along the Luxembourg frontier speak French and the Belgian 
soldicrs recruited in these districts speak French themselvese 

The Tribunal will certainly remember that this witness, who is a very old 
man, had only been living for six months in Belcium and had most probably had 
a very limited experience with things Belgian -- and especially with the Bel- 
gian Armye At any rate, we assert in the name of France and in the name of 
Belgium that before the 10th of May, 1940, no French troops, organized French 
troops penetrated into Belgium and that the isolated individuals who did £0 
into Belgium were interned there. 

(Dr. Siemers came to the lecterne) 

THE PRESIDENT: Yes, Dre Siemers? 

DR. SIEMERS: If it please the Tribunal, may I just reply very briefly? 

This is a document from the White Book. A decision had already been 
mado in this court room, and temporarily it had been allowed. I urge that the 
Prosecution should be made to submit the original, if they deny the correctness 
of this document. This would be in keeping with a decision of the Tribunal 
which stated that an application was to be made, for the presentation of the 
original if it were available, or that an application should be made to pro- 
duce the original from whomsoever possesses it. As far as I know, the Pro- 
secution have the original, since all original documents are located in the 
Foreign Office in Berlin, or in the safekeeping department, and since all the

THE PRESIDENT: ‘shat do you mean by "original"? The original, I suppose, 
is the original of the "hite Book, Is that what you mean? 

DR. SIEMERS: Yes, I now mean tho original of this record, this court 
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THE PRESIDENT: Well, this comes from a "hite Book. That is a printed 
document, I suppose. I don't supb»oso it contains thc original of the state- 
ment of this Luxembourg mone 

DR. SIEMERS: The "hito Book is a collection of numerous -- countless -- 
documents, and tho individuel documents, in turn, are in the possession of the 
Foreign Office and partly they had been in the files of the Genoral Staff of 
France and partly; thoy had been records of court proccedingse 

Regarding the contonts of this document -- 

THE PRESIDENT: Monsicur Dubost, you aren't urgine that we should strike 
the document out, but the Tribunal will certainly take into occount the facts 
to which you have drawn our notico,

No, that -ducational work ind no political and most certainly no 
anti-Semitic tendencies, because Lie$t came from tho circles of tho Domocrat 
Navnann, 

But how did you go into politics? 


In the meantime the revolution had broken out -- 


Do you mean the revolution of 1916? 
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Àe Yos, my father had been thrown out of his job by the Reds, The 
National Assembly in Veimar had convonede The Yoimar Republic had been 
founded. 6 had a parliamentary sys:;om and we had a democracy or what we 
thought in Germany at the timo was a democracy. I doubt that it was one. It 
wes the time around about 1923, and I was at the home of my parents. It was 
a period of general insecurity, noed and dissatisfaction. Many respected 
families had become begrars through the inflation, and the savings of the 
worker and the citizon had got lost. The name "Hitler" appeared for the first 
time in connection with tho event of tho 9th of November, 1923. I didn't have 
the possibility at the timo to find - ything out, anything exact, about hin, 
but the trial later on informed ine and boys of my own age of what Hitler 
actually wanted. At that time I wasn't a National "ocialist, 


‘ovether with some contemporaries I joined a youth organization, which 


had the name "Kameradschaft". Somehow it came under the national movement, 
but it wasn't ticd to any particular party. The principle thoughts in that 
organization were self-control, comradeship. There were about ono hundred 
boys from my own home town in it at ‘he time who in this youth movement 
fought against the shallow tendencies of youth in possible war days, against 
the loose livin^, against the cheap amusements of growing youngsterse It was 
in that circle that, as a sixtecon-yonr-old, I first came into contact with 
socinlistm because there was youth from every level, workors, boys, youngsters, 
sons of farmers; but there were Some older ones amongst us who had already 
filled their place in life, and thers were some who had been in the war. 
During discussions which I had with these comrades it was that I under- 
stood for the first time the consequences of the Versailles Treaty in their 
entirety, The situation of the youth at the time was this: The school boy 
had the possibility that as a workin; student he mirht fight his way throug 
one way or another and thon later on he might in all probability bocomo n 
mombor of tho academic proletariat, if the possibility of an academic career 
existed for him at all. the young worker hardly had any prospect at all of 
finding a place to train because for im there was nothing other that the 
awful misery of unemployment, That was a generation whom nobody would help if 


they didn't help themselves. 
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And that circle to which you belonged as a sixtceneycareold at the 


gradually became subject to Notional Socialist influences? 
^. Yes, and that was quite a natural process. 

%. How did it happen? 

å., In the middle of Germany there was trouble. I've only got to mention 
tho namo of the Communist bandit lon^or Max Hoelz to indicate the conditions 
which prevailed at the timo. And, evcn when outwardly calm had come, there 
were still such conditions thero that it wis impossible to hold any national 
mectings because communists usod to disturb them. There came ^n appeal to us, 
us the youn people, to furnish protection eso patriotic moectinrs, and 
WO dice 7e had some woundod in + 2G connootion, and one of uS, 2 certain 
Gerschar, wns beaten to death by communists. 

In that manner wo made possible a large number of national moetincs which 
otherwise couldn't have been held in this Jeimar Republic. 
were National Socialist meetings, too, and to an increasing degree it w-s those 
meetings which we had to protect because against them, particularly, the 
communist terror was directed, 

Through this protection activity of ours I met leading National Socialists 
I heard Count Rebenloh Speak, and I heard the first oratory attempts of 
Sauckel, who later on became the Gauloiter of Thuringia, of the National 
Socialist Party. 

THE PRESIDENT: hat date is he speaking of? 

DR. SAUTER: This is tho pericd around 1924, that is onc year after the 
Hitler revolt. 

In that manner, witness, the circle of which you were a member at the 
time came into contact with National Socialist influencese Tias this supported 
by means of literaturo, thc reading of National Socialist pamphlets, for 
instance? 

Of course, I don't know what my comrades misht have boon reading, with 
the exception of one book which I shall eive you in a minuto, I only knew what 
I have read myself, and I at that tiro was interested in tho scientist from 


Beireuth Chamberlain, who had written about the basis of the Nineteenth Century, 
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I read Adolf Mass' writings, his world history of literature, ond I read tho 
history of German National Literature, 

THE PRESIDENT: I have already told you that we do not want to know the 
full story of the defendant's educatione He is now givinc us a series of the 
books which he had read, but we are not interested. 

DR. SAUTER: Very well, Mre President, 

(Continuing): I shall only say one sentence about that, 
books which had no definite antieScmitic tendencies, but through which antie 
Somitism went like a li o rod onde The decisive anti-Semitic book I read 
at the time md the book which influcnoc? my comrades -- 

Please -- 

The book which influcnced ry comrades was Henry Ford's "The Inter- 

mal Jew", I read it and I became anti-Semitic. The reason v 

particularly impressed my friends and myself so much was because we had 
considered Henry Ford to be the ropr:sontative of succes,, but also the re- 
pr<sentative of a progressive sotial policy. In that poverty stricken Germany 
at that time youth turned toward Americne Ane, apart from that grent man 
Herbert Hoover, it was Henry Ford who represented the United States to us. 

THE PRESIDENT: Dre Sautor, thc Tribunal thinks, ns I hive said twice 
now, that the educational influence of the defendant are quite irrelevant to 
use I do not want to say it again end, unless you can control the defendant 
and keep him to the point, I shall have to stop his evidence, 

DR. SAUTER: But, Mr. Prosident, is it not of interest to he 
when julgine this defendant and his personality that they know how 
defendant became n National Socialist and how the dofendant became anti-Semitic 

TEE PRESIDENT: No, it is not >f interest to the Tribunale 
BY DR, SAUTER: 

Qe Witness, how dic you meet Hitler and why did you onter the Party? 

4. I want to say that I didn't become a National Socialist because I was 
anti-Semitic but because I was a pro-social. I met Hitler as early

Qe fitness, I shall thon continuo with the interroratione You have 
been accused of usins influenco psychologically and pedarogically which you had 
durine tho ware You have beon accused of participating in a conspiracy for 
that purpose, a conspiracy by which the Nütional Socialist movement acquired 
the total power in Germany, and finally planned and carried out agressive ware 

JAhat can you say about that? 

^e I did not participate in any conspiracy. I did not consider it parti- 
cipation in any conspiracy; I cannot consider it participation in any conspi- 
racy if I joined the National Socialist Party. Ihe program of that party had 
been approved and publishede The party was admitted to election. Neither 
Hitler nor any of his assistants ever said that he wanted to assume power by a 
coup d'otat. Again and again in public he stated not once but a hundred times, 
"I want to overcome that parliamentary system by lesal means, because it is 
brinrinr us deeper and deeper into mis.ry".,

told my 60,000 constituents similar thines in electoral campairnse There was 
would prove the fact of conspiracy, nothing which was discussed

AS far as preparation for war is concerned, I have to state that I did not 
take part in any conference or issuing of orders which would indicate pre- 
parations for an agprressivo ware I believe that could be seen from the pro-

I can only state that I did not participate in a conspiracy, and I do not 
believe that there oxisted a conspiracye The thourht of conspiracy is in con- 
tracdiction to the idea of dictatorship. A dictatorship does not conspire; a 
dictotorship commands, 

le itnesş, what did the leadership of the Hitler Youth do to prepare 
youth for the war and to train youth for war-like purnoscs? 


Ae Before I answer that question, I believe I have to explain briefly 
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the difference between military training and pre-military education. 
Military training, in my opinion, is all training with weapons or war, ond all 
training which is conducted by military personnel, with and without weapons; 
that is to say, by officcrse 

Pre-military education, or preemilitary traininc, is in the widest sense 
all education which comes before the time of military servicee In special 
casis it is a special preparation for military service. 

e in the Hitler Youth were opponents of any military drills for youth. 
ʻe restricted such drill as being contrary to the principles of youth. I an 


not giving my own opinion herc, but tho opinion of thousands of my assistants. 
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It is a fact that the defense youth groups, which had existed 
in Germany before, were rejected by me; and the continuation of such 
Wehrjugend work, defense youth group work, within the HJ, was rejected 
by mee I had always been strongly opposed to playing soldier in the youth 
organization, With all my high esteem for the profession of an of ficer, 
I still do not consider an officer capable of leading youth because always, 
in some form or other, he will apply the tone of the drill field and the forms 
of military leadership to youth. That is the reason why I did not have any 
officers as my assistants in the Hitler Youth. 

Because of my position against using officers as youth leaders, 
I was critigized by the armed forces repeatedly. I should like to stress 
that that did not come from tho High Command; Ficld Marshal Keitel, cs- 
pecially, had a great deal of understanding for my ideas. However, at 
any rate, within the armed forces, here and there, criticism was heard 
against my general attitude of opposition to having officers used as 
leaders of a youth organization. The principle of youth leading youth 
had never been perpetrated in Germanye 

If I mag now come to the question of whether the youth was 
prepared for the war and trained in a military sense, I have to say, in 
conclusion, that the center of gravity of youth work in Germany was the 
training for occupations, camping, and competition in sporis, The physical 
training, which perhaps in some way could be considercd a preparation for 
military service, was only a very small part and took up a very small part 
of our time, 

I should like to give as an example here, one district ofthe 
Hitler Youth, for instance, the district of Hessen Nassaue A Gebiet is 
about the same as a Gau. Of its own funds, in 1939, it spent, for trips 
and camps, nine-twenticths; for cultural work, threc-twentieths; for Land 
Dienst, the Land Service, and other tasks, and for the welfare offices, 
five-twentieths. The same area spent, in 1944 -- that is, one year before 
the end of the war -- for cultural werk, four-twentieths; for sports and 
defense training, fiive-twentieths; for Land Dienst, Land Service, and 
other tasks, six-twentieths; and for the evacuation of youths to the 


country, five-twentieths. 
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In tht connection I should like to mention bricfly that the same 
arca, in the same district, in the time from 1936 until 1943, spent 
nothing, or had no expense for racial-political education, In 19ll, for 
racial-political education, 20' marks were spent and are listed in that 
budget for the acquisition of a picture book about hereditary and venereal 
diseaseSe However, in that same district, in one single town, during the 
same time, 200,000 marks of subsidies were given to get youth into the 
theatrese 

The question concerning pre-military education could hardly be 
answered by me without mentioning small caliber ranges. Small caliber 
firing was a sport among the German youth. It was carried out according 
to international rules of sport shooting. Small caliber shooting, according 
to Article 177 of the Treaty of Versailles, was not prohibited. It says, 
in that article of the treaty, verbatim, that in hunting organizations and 
Sport organizations, it is prohibited to train their members in the use 
of war weapons. The smallcaliber rifle, however, is not a war weapone 
For our sport shooting we used a rifle like the American 22—calibere 
It was used with the Flobersche, short or long, 22 caliber, 

+ should like to say here that our entire marksmanship training 
and other so-called pre-military training can be found in a handbook 
which has the title, "HJ in the Service", "hit book was printed and pub- 
lished, and it was sold not only in Germany, but also abroad,

I^ I could not reanember any details. Between Field Mershall Keitel 


and myself, according to my recollection, there wasn't even a discussion 
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concerning that agreement. I believe we carried that out in writing and, 
on the whole, I should like to state that during thot entire time from 
1933 to !'l5, between Field Marshal Keitl and myself, only one or 
two cnversations of about half an hour took place. The agreement, 
however, came from the following consider2tions: In the Hitler Youth 
we had the tendency -- and tht was also the tendency of competent men 
in the armed forces -- to take nothing into our training which belanged 
to the later military traininge However, in the course of years, on the 
part of the military, the objection had been raised that youth should 
not learn anything within its training which later would have to be changed 
in the armed forces. i refer, for instance, to the compass. The Army 
uses the Infantry Compass. The Hitler Youth, in cross-country sports, 
used compasses ofvarious kinds; and it was of course quite senseless that 
youth leaders should train their boys, for instance, to march after the 
Besar compass and later, in their training as recruits, the boy had to 
learn something differmte The designation of the terrain should also 
be given according to the same principles and standards within the Hitler 
Youth as the army, and so we came to the agreement by which I believe 
thirty or forty thousand HeJ. Leaders were trained in cross-country sports, 
In these cross-country sports no training with war weapons took place.

Was resistance and opposition to Reichs Bishop Mucller. I found out about that: 
much later. I believed that ho was quite canahle of speaking ond acting in tho

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Even today I still believe that wth that act of a voluntary incorporation 


of the Protestant youth into the State Youth acted according to the will 

of the majority of the Protestant youth themselves because, at the occasion 
of my later activity as youth leader, I frequently met former leaders 

from the Protestant Youth Organization who had leading positions with me 
and worked in my Youth Organization and enjoyed it greatly. 

Through that incorporation of Protestant Youth, and I should like 
to stress that right away, the spiritual care was not touched; a reduction 
of church services did not take place in Germany for youth, neither then 
nor later. Since the Protestant Youth, on the basis of an agreement 
between the churchand the Hitler Youth had been incorporated, there was 
practically only a dispute about youth education between the Catholic 
Church and the Hitler Yout. 

In May or June, 193), Iasked personally to participate in the 
negotiations for the Reichs Yoncordat with the Holy See because I wanted 
to remove the differences between the Catholic Youth and the Hitler Youth. 
I considered very important any agreement in that field and, in fact, 

I participated in these negotiations which took place in June '3l, in the 
Reich Ministry of the Interior under the chairmanship of Reichminster 
for the Interior Frick. On the Catholic side representatives were Arch- 
bishop Broeber nd Bishop Berning, and at that time I established a 
formula and proposed that formula for cooperation, whichwss accepted 
agreeably by the Catholic side, and I believed to have found the platform 
for a pacification in that field. 

The meetings, however, were interrupted on the evening of the 29th 


of June, and on the 30th of June, !3h, we experienced the so-called 


"Roehm Futsch! and the negotiations were never resumed. That is not my 


fault and I certainly have no responsibillty for that, Hitler did not 
want to take the consequences from the Concordat. I, personally, had the 
desire to bring baout that agreement, and i believe that also the 
representatives of the church saw from these negotiations, and from later 
conferences with me, that I did not present the difficulties. I believe 


Bishop Berhing came to me in '39, and we discussed current questions 
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between youth education and the church, I believe that, also, at that 
tine he tock with him the impression that it was not I who wanted to make 
the difficulties. 

The difficulties at that tine arose from the increasingly strong 
influence of Martin Bormann, who rejected absolutely sny kind of agree- 
mont between Party officers and church of between the youth leadership 
and the church and tried to prevent them. 

In the course of the dispute cbout the leadership of confessional 
youth organizations or the incorporation it came to animated discussions 
in public. I made statements about it. According to the current situat- 
ion, they were more or less temperamental; but statements inimical to 
religion I have not mace in connection with @pat complex of questions 
nor at any other time during my life, 

Q Witness, is it correct that in 1937 you concluded an agreement 
with the church to the extent that principally the Hitler Youth should 
not be on duty on Pundays, during the time of going to church, so that 
the children could go to church; and, furthermore, that on account of 
this agreement you had considerable difficulties?

A I believe one carnot say that it was an agreement with the church, 
if I remember correctly. It was on the basis of various letters which 
I received from clergymen that I n issued a decree which to x into account 
tA. threats which were expressed in these letters to a very far extent.

Q What really was your position as Reich Defense Coimissar, “itness? 
Was that a military position or what was it? 

A That was no military position at all, The Reich Defense Commissar was 
simply the head of the civil administration, and in contrast to the measures 


taken durine the First World War, where the heac of the civil a*tninistration 
, 


was an assistant subordinated to the comnan?in- zeneral, in this war the Reich 


Defense Commissar was coordinate. to him, not subordinate. 

The tasks of the Reich Befense Comnissar = = atleast, that is how I saw 
my tasks = = were that at certain periods of time the most important questions 
of food economy, transportation = = that is, local and istant transportation 
coal, supplies, price administration for the Gaus Vienna, Upper Danube and Low

There were several meetings, I believe all tovether three meetings of tha 
kinda In the year 192, the reorcanization which I previously mentioned took 
place. Bormann succeeded against the iteichsmarshal, The Yeichsmarshal was of 
the opinion that the Reich Defense Commissar had to be defense commissar for 
the entire defense area, but Bormann wanted each Gauleiter to be defense conni 

so the separation took place. From 1942 on, I was only Reich Commissar 
Viennae 

Q Witness, it seems to me that a decree was issued durinc that time, 
and will you please tell me when you foun? out about it. That is, a decree was 
issued by Reichsleiter Bormamthat no more than two Gauleiters could meet, 

A That is not a decree fron Bormann; that was an order by Hitler, 

Q What was the text of that? 

I can explain that briefly. Because of the fact that the Reich Commis: 
riat was subdivided, I had to meet from time to time with the reich covernors 
of other provinces $n order to discuss the most important questions, especial) 
concerning our food economy. However, I believe in 193 Dr. Ley came to me in 
Vienna and broucht me an official order from the Fuehrer, according to which i 
was considered illegal = æ that was the way it was expressed there = — if mor. 
than two Gauleiters met for a conference, 

At that time I looked at Dre Ley speechlessly, andhe said, "Well, that 
doesn't really concern you, There is still another Gauleiter who has called a 
conference of séveral of them, and that fact alone is already considered as 
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mutiny or conspiracy." 

Q Witness, when you were in Vienna, did you get a further mission which took 
up much of your time? Flease tell us briefly about that. 

A I had just started to work in Vienna when in October 19l0 I received an or? 
to come to the Reichschancellory. 

Q Will you please be very brief, 

A And there Hitler personally gave me the mission of carryin:; out the 
evacuation of the entire German youth from areas endangered 5y aerial attack, 
and at the same time to carry out the evacuation of the mothers anc infants, an. 
he said that that should berin in Berlin and then take place all throu-^hout the 
Reich. He said that education was of no isportance now; the main thine was to 
maintain the nerve stren th of the youth end the life, Howe$er, I asked at once 
that I be fiven the péssi»ility of establishing an educational orvanization, and 
I also did that. 

I do not wish to speak about details now, hut one of the denancs which is 
important in connection with the prosecution, which I stated at once, was that 
there should be no difficulty resardine the younrsters! participation in church 
services, That was promised to me, and in my first directives for the children!: 
evacuation to the country it was expressed very clearly, an’ the youth leaders 
in the field of my orcanization will confirm it. 

Q This evacuation of children to the country was a very extensive task, wasn! 
it? 

A It was the most difficult and the most complicate’ work from a psycholo «ic 
point c? view which I have ever carried out, I transferred millions of people; 

I supplied them with food, with education, with medical ai^, an?! so on. Of cour: 
that work took up gy time fully only durin: the fi years, ana then I trained 
my assistants aiso for that kind of work, 

Q Then, as I have heard from you later, you tried from time to time to repor- 
to Hitler about your successors andjour doubts, How often durins the entire yea 
of the war were you admitted in order to discuss that important field of work w 
Hitler? 

A Counsel, I am afraid I have to correct you, I never trie? to report to Hit 


about my successors, but only about my worries, 


Q Worries, yese 10268 
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A Atout that entire action of evacuation of children I could only report 
to him twice, that first time in 190, after I had started the whole thins, 
and the second time in 194l, when the evacuation had reached very large 
proportions, 

And about Vienna, I coul? report that on very rare oecasions, and in 1913 
the possibility of reporting discontinued altorether with the breach of 
relations which I will describe later. 

Q Then, Aurine your period in Vienna, you became the Chairman of the TVuerz- 
burg Librarian Society.

Di. SAUTER: Noe L of Document Book Schirach has refererce to that matter, and 
I submit it for judicial notice. It is an affidavit by an ola anti-Fascist, 
Karl Klingsport, an honorary member óf the society, who cives valuable infor- 
mation about the character of the defendant von Schirach. 

BY Du SAUTER: 

Q And in addition, Herr von Sghirach, I believe you were the chairman of the 


Southeast Europe Society, is that correct? 


Q In brief, what was the mission of that society? 

A It had the task of improvinr the trade relations of the Southeast, the 
economic relations of the Southeast. Its functions were essentially in the field 
of research anc representation, 

Q Witness, what was the conter of gravity of your Viennese activities? 

A The main point of my activities in Vienna was social work and cultural 
work, as I have already explained befor ee 
Social work and cultural work were the two spheres which dominated my entire 
political life, 

Q I come mow to the particular accusation which has been made acatnst you by 

the Prosecution concerning that period in Vienna, Among other thines you have 


been accused of participating in the so-called slave labor program, and I ask 


you to state your position concernin:c that, and to explain also Directive No, l 


about the Plenipotentiary for Manpower of the 6th of April 192, which was 


presented, I believe, as Document 3352-PS., Maybe I should start with that deeree 
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by which Gauleiters were appointed plenipotentiazies for manpower under the 
genoral plenipotentiarye 

A In the way of documentary material, that decree contains no more than 
that the Gauleiter could make suggestions and present requests to the Manpower 
Acministration, but they were held responsible = = I don't know whether that 
was by this decree or another one = = for the supervision of the food supply 
ani the quartering of foreign workers. This feeding and quartering of foreien 
workers was, in my Gau and I believe also in all other Gaus of the Reich, 


in the hands of the German Labor Front especially. 
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The Gai Leader of the German labor front in Vienna reported to me 
froquently abcut the conditions ameng German workers and forsin workers in 
the Gaue He frequently accompanied me on inspections of industries, and 
from my own observations I can describe my impressions here of the life of 
foreizn workers in Vienna such as I cculd see it. 

I remember, for instance, very clearly my visit in the lar;e soap 
factory where I saw barracks in which Russian and French women were living. 
They had better quarters there than «my Viennese families which lived with 
six or eizht people in a two-room apartment. 

I remember snother inspection where I saw a billet of Russian workers. 
It was clean and neat, and among the Russian women who were there I noticed 
that they were gay, well nourished, and apparently satisfied. 

From the circle of my acquaintances I know, and from the acquaintances 

about the treatment of Russian domestic 
and here, also, ave rà, and in part observedmyself, that they 
were very well treated.

Q This is letter of the 30th cf June 19hh. In that letter

"There are four transports", it says in the letter, "with about 12,000 


Jews, which will arive in a few .

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So much about the letter. The further ccntent is only of importance 
because it says in the end -- and I quote:

Did you have anything to do with that matter, and, if so, what? 

A I do not know of the correspondence between the co-defendant 
Kaltenbrunner and the mayor of Vicma To my knowledze that Camp Strasshof 
is not within the Gau Vienne. It is in a different Gau. Ihe designation 
"Vienna, Strasshof", is, therefore, mistake There is a borderline 
hotweene 

Q And cf the matter itself, were you informed at that tino or now, 
here, by the document in the court r.com? 

A I know of that matter only from the court roon, but I remember 
that in connection with the establishment of the Southeast wall, mention 
wasmace about the use of Jewish Workers. The southeast wall, however, was 


not in the area of the Reich Gau Vienna. was an establishment which was 
erected in the area of the Gau Nieder Donav, Lower Danube, or Styria. I 
had nothing to do with the construction of that defense installation, but 
that was in the handscf Jurl or the O.T. That is thc Organization 
Todt. 4nd on the other part beyond the border it was in the handsof Dr, 
Ueberreiter, the Gauleiter of Styria, and his technical assistant, 
Q So I cans un up your statement to mean that you had nething to do 
with these thines because they were matters which had nothing to do with 
the area of ycur Gau, 
Yos. I cannot understand what connection should arisc for the 
Vienna. Whether the Mayor int. -ded to keep some cf these workers 
Special tasks in Vienna is not known to me © not know about that 
matter. 
Q In the sare connection, witness, another document hasbeen Subnitted, 
1948-FS. There is a file note of 7 Novetber 1940. That was a date at 


which you had been Gauleiter in Vienna for Several months, and it als. 
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forced labor of the Jews who were capable for wrk. That letter or file 
note was written on the stationery with the heading of the Reich Governor of 
Vienna, anc apparently the note in question was written by a Dre Fischer. 
Who is that Dr. Fischer? What di^ you, asReich Bovernor, have to do with 
that matter? What do you know about it? 
First, Dr. Fischer is nt known to me personally. I do nct want 
to dispute the possibility that he ~sy have been introduced to me and that I 
Con't remember him; but I don't know mho Dr. Fischer is. At any rate, he 
was not an expert workin, in :xy centr-l office I assume that he may have 
been an official, because his | 7pe23 also in connecticn with another 
docunent. He was possibly the rersonal official cf tno Recierun-spresi dent. 
The note hows that this cfficial used my stati.nery, and he was entitled to 
co that. I believe several thousand people in Vienna were entitlec to do 
that, to use that staticnerye 
He marked down a telephore conversation with the Gestapo from which it 
con be seen that the Reich Security iin office -- that is, Heydrich, RSHA -- 
was the office which decided about tne use of Jewish manpower by internal 
lirectivesof the Gestapc, 
ae Regierungspresident wanted to know more about that, but I believe 
that I wasinformed about crueltics 
has cencluded. It is doubtful whetucr a hat I was at 211 in Vienna. 
want to raiind you of my other tasks, which I have described before. 
However, when I was there, I certainly cic not concern myself with 
the cleanin. cf the streets. I should like to say principally that the 


variety of ny tasks brought it about that I had blish a construction 
of an organizati- nal nature which cid nct exist in cther Gaus, that is, the 
Central Office of the Reich Leader. 
Q Perhaps you will tell us, in conclusion of this day, only how many 
officials you had, hownany employecs ycu hac in Vienna uncer youe 
I guessit may have been abcut 5,000.
